REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The criteria 
set out in the prior art, Parker (U.S. Patent No. 5895115) and Goodrich (U.S. Patent No. 
5162696) do not teach or fairly suggest a flexible vehicular light substrate having a 
spaced-apart array (extending in two orthogonal directions) of light sources 
encapsulated by a protective coating mounted to its upper surface, such that the light 
sources emit light outwardly and away from the flexible substrate, with no protective 
coating covering the rear surface if the flexible substrate.
